1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 March 2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the 
comments in this section and Final Action mailed on 11 December 2007). 



2. Regarding applicant's argument of claims 20 and 35 in the paragraph bridging pgs. 9-10, "...fails to disclose the uses of the content of 
an SMS message to select an appropriate alternative handling instruction...", the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant has failed to 
appreciate the teachings of well-known prior art Takala that clearly discloses the claimed feature(s) as would be clearly recognized by one 
of ordinary skill in the art. As a note, applicant did not argue the other feature(s) of claim(s) 20 and 35 in which the Examiner interprets that 
applicant must agree that the other features are met by the applied reference(s). In particular, Takala discloses the language as related to 
the claimed feature(s) wherein there are a plurality of alternative handling instructions set up for the message receiver (DTE), and wherein a 
definition which reads on the claimed "content" of the SMS message is used to select the appropriate alternative handling instruction from 
the plurality of alternative handling instructions (see pg. 6, lines 12-36; pg. 7, lines 14-36), where the user has definitions that correspond to 
specific subscriber identifiers which provide different A-subscribers with information from the different fields and the identifiers are contained 
within the message. Therefore, as addressed above, the applied reference(s) more than adequately meets the claim limitations. 



3. Furthermore, the Examiner requests clarification as to what constitutes the claimed limitation "...content..." as recited in amended 
claims 20 and 35. The specification on pg. 13, line(s) 22, basically states "...contents..." but lacks an explanation as to what is included or 
excluded. 



4. Regarding applicant's comment(s) of claims 21-27, 29-34, 36-42, and 44-49, the claims are addressed for the same reasons as set forth 
above and as applied in each claim rejection of the Final Action. 
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
